Premier Hepburn of Ontario and Hon. Ian | 
MacKenzie of Vancouver stood on a platform 
in Edmonton on Friday evening and preached 
with equal fervor the doctrines of tariff reduc- 
tion, trade expansion, and monetary reform. 

That is the complete answer to the charge | 
that western Liberals constitute only a radical | 
left wing of the party whose views cannot be 
expected to prevail in the next parliament 
against the superior numbers of the supposedly 
reactionary Liberals in eastern Canada. 

A charge which, by the way, comprises the 
stock-in-trade of some leaders of progressive 
groups in western Caneda who have themselves 
never had and are by no means likely to have, 
any following of consequence anywhere outside 
the west. 

If anyone detect the presence of 
reactionary sentiment in the language or the 
record of Mr. Hepburn, this would be the best 
of al] possible times for him to make the dis- 
closure. No western Liberal member of parlia- 
ment and no responsible spokesman of the 
views of that party in the prairie country has 
stated the demand for reform along these lines 
more clearly or more emphatically than the 
Premier of Ontario has done in Edmonton, and 
elsewhere in the west and east.

But 
there is no room to doubt that it is so stirred

Five years of restriction, deflation and 
exploitation have worked the same havoc in 


Ontario and the cther eastern provinces as they 
have in the west. There as here, business has 
been stagnated, debts made unpayablé, unem- 
ployment made a standing and perplexing prob- 
lem. The “common man” in eastern Canada is 
looking back over the same record of lost 
wealth, wasted time and defeated hopes as his 
contemporary in western Canada. And he feels 
the same way about it, that very large

| The Passing Show | Auto-Intoxication |SIDE GLANCES — sy

Revelations in the trial at New York of the 
international swindling racketeers bear out 
what was said in this column last week about 
the profits of confidence gangs who appeal to 


the cupidity of suckers by promising them 
something for nothing. 
The particular ring on 


trial is said to have cleaned 
up $2,000,000 from victims in 
the past two years—usually 
by the old lost wallet and 
racing tip dodge. 

A man from Neidpath, 
Sask., testified that he had 
been swindled out of $38,950. 
A Guernsey, Sask. man was 
swindled out of $21,000. A 
Victoria, B.C., man lost $30,-

000 to them. A Rochester woman was taken for 
$140,000. In all there is a list of over 70 people, 
whose losses to the swindlers total over $2,000,- 
000. 

The lure of easy money was the bait each 
time. 


Very soon the need: for worrying about 
money will have gone. Mr. Bennett is going to 
give cash pensions to all over 60 years of age, 
while Alberta, will be giving credit to the value 
of $75 a month to all over 21 years of age. 

It'll be a much happier world when the fear 
of want, is banished, and provision for food, 
clothing and shelter, and the extra needs of our 
declining years, aré provided by the State. 


A 50-foot billbpard cn Jasper avenue, near 
to the painting of the anguished youth with out- 
stretched hands saying, “Vote Bennett; give 
Youth a Chance,” portrays the march of pro- 
gress in western farming. Starting with the 
ox-cart of the pioneer, the vision unfolds itself 
till it ends with .streamline automobiles and 
aircraft and a man-less prairie backed by a 
power-house. 

It is a picture more true to the advancement 
of science than most people imagine. 

August “Harpers” has a lengthy article by 
Wayne Parrish and Harold F. Clark, titled 
“Chemistry Wrecks the Farm.” Mr. Parrish is a 
well-known American journalist and Dr. Clark 
is professor of economics at the Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University. Between the two of 
them they make a very good job, describing 
how intensive farming and synthetic duplica- 
tion of foods and fibres, have accentuated the 
breakdown of world agricultural trade. 

They too, point the way of social progress 
towards the age of ease, when féwer numbers 
of farmers, themselves leading lives of compar- 
ative ease and freedom from fear, will be able 
to produce an amplitude of farm products for 
the multitude of the sons of leisure who will 
make up the rest of the population. 


We're still so much under the tyranny of the 
belief that the farmer is a subservient care- 
taker of Nature’s handiwork, helpless to alter 
the age-old cycle of rain, wind and sun— 
sticking seeds in the ground and trusting that 
they will grow up—that the work of the agri- 
cultural chemist far outruns common credence. 

The manufacture of synthetic perfumes and 
fibres has already eliminated vast areas form- 
erly required for flowers, and transformed the 
textile world of silk, cotton and wool. Says 
the writers: 

“Only a few months ago the first two 
‘synthetic’ sheep in the history of the world 
were slaughtered with appropriate aca- 
demic ceremony at Cornell University. 
These two sheep had never tasted a blade 
of grass or a kernel of grain. In fact it was 
only for the purpose of taking photographs 
that the hapless sheep were even given the 
Singular thrill of walking on grass. 

“They were weaned from their mothers 
early and placed on a diet of a synthetic 
mixture of casein, cellulose, starch, vitamin 
concentrates and salts. They grew to ma- 
turity rapidly under this curious diet and 
were killed at the age of a year and a half. 
They were beautiful sheep, their wool was 
excellent, and they were free from one of 
the most common parasites found in almost 
all sheep of the region.” 

The chemical revolution is opening up new 
possibilities in this bewildering world. 


The agricultural chemist no longer needs 
good soil to begin with. He can place into the 
poor soil what elements it lacks to make it good 
soil. Now a system of factory production of 
crops in cabinets has been evolved which does 
without soil. Say the authors: 

“Since soil is almost useless, anyway, 
the plants are grown without it in metal 
trays in ovenlike cabinets. The plants sup- 
ply their own heat, and only a few hours 
of work daily are needed to supply water 
to the trays, in which have been placed a 
few ounces of chemical food in powder 
form, there being a different chemical food 
for each kind of crop 

“These cabinets, each containing ten 
trays providing a fresii crop every day with 

rotation, are finding increased 
popularity on farms in England, Denmark, 
and Germany, where they are used for 
growing fodder crops for cattle and poultry 
Only one cabinet has been brought to Amer- 
ica and is supplying fodder for cows on a 
dairy farm near Summit, N.J., while secret 
tests are being conducted on its efficiency. 

“The crop grows miraculously. A tray 
of seed corn begins to sprout in a few hours 
and in ten days is a foot high. The seed 
germinated is said to produce five times 
the volume of seed planted in the ground. 
Dairy farms find the process economical. 
Experiments ere being conducted in Eng- 
land in the growing of fresh vegetables, 
with the prediction that the time is not tar 
away when the householder can grow his 
own year-round supply of greenstuffs in his 
kitchen or basement in a cabinet resemble 
ing an icebox or an electric refrigerator.”

I consider that the universal, or basic, cause 
of disease is a systemic toxemia. By toxemia 
is meant the presence in the blood, the lymph, 
the cells, or the secretions of the body, of a sub- 
stance of any nature which is injurious to 
health, and which, if allowed to accumulate in 
sufficient quantity, wilt inter- 
fere with natural function- 
ing. Once this basic toxemia 
develops, the blood becomes 
surcharged with the products 
of imperfect metabolism and 
finds itself unable to pass as 
freely through ceriain parts 
of the body, as is necessary 
for perfect health, thereby 
producing an engorgement 
which interferes with the 
free and normal function- 
ing of that particular part. 

In the past, the term auto-intoxication has 
been largely limited to thet form of self-poison- 
ing induced as the result of sluggish intestinal 
elimination which causes impurities to be re- 
tained in the body and re-absorbed with the 
consequent result that the body literally poisons 
itself. However, it is now understood that auto- 
intoxication should be given a wider meaning 
and the term should refer to the presence in the 
blood stream of any substance from any source, 
which will endanger health. 

It must be remembered that normally, the 
blood has present within it, a certain amount of 
varying toxic substances. However, toxemia 
can only be said to be present when the toxic 
substances have accumulated in excess of the 
normal. 

It is utterly impossible to entirely prevent 
the formation within the body of toxic sub- 
stances which result from normal activity, 
including those chemical changes which consti- 
tute the life process. You can no more prevent 
ashes from forming when you burn wood in a 
stove. When the body is in normal health, the 
eliminative organs will throw out wastes as 
rapidly as they form. Elimination will be 
adequate and keeps pace with the formation of 
toxins and the resulting state is that state called 
health. However, when elimination is interfered 
with, obstructed, stopped or checked, these toxic 
materials can not be excreted as rapidly as they 
form, and are perforce, retained in the body 
with a resultant systemic toxemia. 2 

In order that elimination may be efficient 
and effective, the eliminative organs must each 
receive their normal supply of nervous energy. 
Any action which uses up nerve force faster 
than it is generated will necessarily lower the 
nervous energy available. Such a condition of 
lowered nerve force is accurately called ener- 
vation. When -this condition of enervation 
develops, the ecliminative organs often suffer, 
with the direct results that poisons are retained 
which should be eliminated. 

I find that many patients have difficulty in 
understanding how enervation or weakness is 
capable of causing auto-intoxication. I am 
therefore going to discuss this point further and 
will try to make it plain. Once you grasp this 
fundamental principle, you will better under- 
stand how disease is caused. Enervation is, 
undoubtedly, one of the chief causes of auto- 
intoxication because the eliminative organs 
simply must be provided with enough energy to 
enable them to expel the normal wastes. Ener- 
vation .is caused chiefly by a waste of nerve 
energy. The human body might be compared to 
a transformer of energy, but through wrong 
habits of living, a large volume cf this energy 
is diverted into channels where it is wastetd, 
and normal functioning is impeded because of 
insufficient power being sent to the parts where 
it is needed. The exercise of any of the destruc- 
tive emotions is perhaps, as potent a cause as 
any in producing a waste of energy. In tomor- 
row’s article, I will explain this to you in greater 
detail.

On This Date 


On this date, in 1809, Halifax 
witnessed the execution of a man | 
for “piracy on the high seas.” 
Peter, (or Patrick), Jordan was 
one of those unhappy Irishmen 
upon whom fortune never shone. 
All his enterprises seemed doom- 
ed to failure ere they had been 
launched. He had, presumably 
honestly, become the owner of 
the schooner Three Sisters. With 
it he traded to Gaspe and other 
points in the Gulf. One day when 
at Gaspe the ship was attached 
for debt at the intance of the 
Tremaines, the Halifax mer- 
chants. Captain Stairs. great 
uncle of J. F. Stairs. who was 
MP. for Halifax. 1891-96, was 
sent to Gaspe to take the schoon- 
er to Halifax. 

When Stairs arrived at Gaspe, 
Jordan pleaded that he, his wife 
and his mate, Kelley, be given 
passage to Halifax. Stairs granted 
the request, despite a warning 
from the shipping master at 
Gaspe that Jordan was “a danger- | 
ous man.” A few days out of 
Gaspe, Jordan struck. He killed a 
seaman and made so desperate an | 
attack upon Captain Stairs that | 
he only saved his life by jump- |

ing overboard; he kept afloat 
until rescued by an American 
fishing ship which took him to 
Halifax. 

When the news was told the 
naval commander sent a gunboat 
in search for Jordan; he was 
picked up off the Newfoundland 
coast and taken to Halifax in 
irons, Mrs. Jordan and Kelley 
being also made prisoners. All 
three were tried on the charge of 
piracy on the high seas. The jury 
found them guilty and the judge 
sentenced the three of them to 
be hanged, and gibbetted for the 
fowls of the air to devour their 
bodies, as was the custom of the 
time. Mrs. Jordan and Kelley 
were sent back to Ireland, but 
Jordan paid the penalty. 

He provided a spectacle for 
a motley crowd at Black Roch, 
near what is now Point Pleasant 
park in Halifax. The hanging 
was_ witnessed not only by the 
morbidly curious of the city’s 
population, but also by the many 
unfortunates in the military and 
civil prisons who were paraded 
so that they might see, and be 
impressed by, the vengeance of 
the law.

Admitting that moderate tariffs 
are necessary on certain lines of 
goods, for revenue purposes, it is 
outstanding folly to tax foreign 
trade out of existence and compel 
people to pay exorbitant prices 
for goods in order to put extra 
profits into the pockets of manu- 
facturers, while at the same time 
wages are slashed to a starvation 
minimum end one third of our 
population cannot purchase the 
bare necessities of life. This is 
the condition under which the 
people of Canada are struggling 
today, 

While blindly advocating the 
continuation of his high tarift 
policy, Mr, Bennett intimates that 
he will seek a reciprocal trade 
agreement with the United States 
government. To benefit himself 
politically now that his govern- 
ment is facing certain defeat, he 
is going to steal the Liberal 
policy that he formerly de- 
nounced with all the vigor and 
venom of his Tory nature. It is 
said that politics makes strange 
bedfellows 2nd this applies fore- 
ibly to the present Tory govern- 
ment. 

The Canadian people will 
vividly recall the election cam- 
paign of 1911, when Mr. Bennett 
vehemently exhorted the people 
to repudiate the reciprocal trade 
agreement made by the Liberal 
government of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. with our southern neigh- 
bors. He toured the country, 
waved the flag, nailed his ultra- 
loyal colors to the masthead, to 
ensure political success and de- 
nounced Laurier and all his sup- 
porters as disloyal to the mother- 
land and traitors to the best in- 
terests of Canada. This type of 
campaigning was great stuff in 
former days when people were 
paying little attention to the polit- 
ical tactics and selfish desires of

Difference Between Rich People 
And Powerful. People 


— By R. T ELLIOTT, K.C._ ; 


The theory of a redistribution of wealth is right up to the 
extent of giving to every individual, male or female, an abso- 
lutely fair and impartial opportunity to succeed in life. The 
conditions of serfdom which have been established in Canada 
since 1930 should be abolished. A condition under which three 
per cent of the inhabitants control over ninety-seven percent of 
the national wealth is a moral disgrace and a national danger 


The true remedy has two branches; both safe, useful and 
efficient. The first is to provide a completely adequate supply 
of whatever form of currency is made legal tender, so that every 
individual] can get the necessary currency facility for carrying out 
any useful work of development or construction for which he 
finds opportunity. The second is to provide transportation facilities 
to every place in the nation on the basis of equality in delivered 
costs; because we cannot hive all our people in one locality, and 
therefore have equal national use for all communities and cannot 
honestly penalize the residents of any community in respect of 
delivered costs because that community happens to be farther 
away from some selected city. 


Once you arrive at a good understanding of this true remedy 
in its two branches you are in a positfon to study the differenc: 
between rich people and powerful people; and to understand that 
rich people can only exercise negative functions; whereas power- 
ful people can only exercise affirmative and constructive func- 
tions. 


A man who has a fortune in bonds, securities and mortgages is 
ona rich basis; but his activities are necessarily restricted to try- 
ing to maintain the value of his holdings. Therefore he must let 
other people take alf the chances that are taken. 


A powerful man, who invents scmething like the telephone, or 
the automobile, or builds up any other instrument or institution 
of national utility must take all the chances himself; may succeed 
in building up a great institution and become very powerful, but 
he can never be really rich because he must hold ownership of 
immense assets, fluctuating in value with improvements in inven- 
tion ,and requiring immense expenditures in replacements and 
modernization. Immediately such a man allows his immense 
properties to lag behind modern requirements he ceases to be 
powerful and has nothing. 


A redistribution of wealth which will take away the power to 
establish and maintain great industries and great enterprises and 
great businesses will reduce national progress to a snail's pace. 
Take away from Henry Ford, or the Rockefellers, or William Ran- 
dolph Hearst the power to maintain, operate and continuously 
improve a great business undertaking, whether the taking away 
is done by immediate taxation or by death duties and taxes when 

yowerful man dies—and you interfere with the earning power 
vi millions of people whose prosperity comes from association 
with the great business affected. In national prosperity there is 
no substitute for mental ability, and constructive, organizing 
power. 


The proper redistribution of wealth is to make more wealth 
and not less; to commence at the ground level and work up; not to 
commence at the top and cut down. Give every individual fair 
and impartial use of legal tender for which he has reasonable 
constructive use, and the way to national safety will be to let 
the best man win to the full extent of his ability; but not to let 
any individual fall into want by reason of lack of opportunity. 


Humanity’s great mistake up to date has been the absolute 
refusal to devote the powers of government towards giving fair 
opportunity to every individual throughout every day of that 
individual's life. This is in truth the most important function of 
government; and it is absolutely neglected; buried beneath im- 
mense overgrowths of bureaus and oratory. Once this funda- 
mental function is recognized and effected, the rich will cease to 
be a trouble, and the powerful people will be prized as immense 
mental forces which cannot, even should they desire otherwise, 
be anything else than continuously working forces for national 
improvement.
